SUMMARY OF BILL: Deletes requirement that the purchaser of a
firearm give a thumbprint as part of the background check process. Deletes
requirement for the Tennessee Bureau of Investigation (TBI) to provide the
firearms transaction thumbprint form to gun dealers.

ESTIMATED FISCAL IMPACT:

Decrease State Expenditures — Not Significant

Assumption:

e Deleting the requirement that a gun dealer obtain the thumbprints of a
person buying a firearm on the appropriate form and deleting the
requirement that TBI furnish such form to gun dealers will decrease the

number of forms currently mailed to gun dealers. The decrease in state
expenditures is estimated to be not significant.
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
